and death. Twenty-five years ago the death rate in Canada, per thousand 
of population was 12.1 a year. Two years ago it had dropped to 9.4 per 
thousand. In 1926 we had 23,693 infant deaths. In 1947 we had only 
16,324. In 1926 thé toll of thé “gréat ‘scourge of ‘childhood; diphtheria, 
scarlet: fever, whooping cough stood at 2,518. In 1947, with a population 
almost half as great again, death from these causes had dropped to 401. 
It is progress. But is it enough ot it could so easily be better?

Our Battle Though Toxoid’ is an absolute.,protection against that 
once most-dreaded ravager of childhood, diphtheria, still, as late as 1947, 
1,550 children had to make their own small fight against it, and 139 of 
them lost. Typhoid, that once decimated whole populations, can be easily 
and cheaply defeated. Yet Death could look with pride on communities 
where it. had used this weapon effectively—not years ago—but this year. 
There are many agencies engaged in this great warfare with disease. Not 
Jeast among these is the Health League of Canada that is working with 
the medical profession and the Health Departments of the various prov- 
inces. It is doing its utmost to educate the citizens of this great country 
to the knowledge that Death, that, ultimately, must come to all of us, need 
not come too soon and, most of all, need not come to the young. There is 
the reason for Health Week,. January 29th to February 4th—to make clear 
to all of us that this is our battle. That we too may hold our heads proudly 
knowing that we have done our utmost. There stands the challenge.

Cheques have been issued since 
Dec. 1 to more than 5,400 Alberta 
;|farmers. It has been estimated total 
payment on 1949 crop claims in the 
province will amount to approximate- 
ly $3.5 millions.

Claims being paid have been re- 
ceived from farmers living in. nearly 
1,800 townships in Alberta where the 
wheat yield average was below eight 
bushel§ per acre. 

This year the crop was of such a@

yield was four bushels per acre, 
while his neighbor. across the road 
took off 50 bushels. per acre.

OUT BIDS U.S. 


B.C. Lumber — 
Men Get. Huge 
U.K. Contract 


OTTAWA. — The United King- 
dom has placed orders in British 
Columbia lumber yards for al- 
most 95 per cent. of her west- 
coast lumber requirements for 
the first half of 1950, informed 
sources said. 


Bidding against United States com- 
petitors, the B.C. shippers were 
awarded contracts for approximately 
82,000,000 board feet out of a total 
approximate allocation of 87,000,000. 


Thus, for. the first half of 1950, 
‘B.C. shippers will supply the U.K. 
with 82,000,000 board feet and Am- 
erican shippers only with 5,000,000. 

The source said the Canadians cap- 
tured the major share of- the con- 
tracts because of .lower bids made 
possible through’‘devaluation of the 
Canadian dollar. 

Exact prices involved were not 
known, It is believed they averaged 
about $70 per 1,000 board feet. The 
eontracts were mostly for Douglas 
fir and for some hemlock and cedar. 
. This is the first contract for B.C, 
lumber since the third quarter of 
1949 when the U.K. divided a $10,- 
000,000 order between B.C. and west- 
ern U.S. shippers. Canada got 60 
per cent. of the contract. _ 


To Build Cement 
Plant At Red Deer 


EDMONTON. — Westérn Cement 
Ltd., ' President Melvin Hough, has 
plans for immediate building at Red 
Deer in central Alberta of a new ce-+ 
ment .plant which it estimates - will 
cost about $2% millions, including 
equipment, Western Cement thus will

recovery was a feature of -James 
Muir’s Presidential address atthe 
Annual Meeting of shareholders of 
The Royal Bank of Canada.,Mr. Muir 
also stressed Canada’s economic de- 
velopment and her continuing role in 
world economy. 

Reviewing international currency 
experience during the 19th and 20th 
centuries, Mr. Muir referred to the 
stability. of sterling before 1914. 
“Several important factors contrib- 
uted to the enduring dependability of 
the sterling standard. First, debtor 
nations accepted exchange parties 
which they were able to maintain 
through relatively small adjustments 
of prices and money incomes. Second, 
debtors were willing. to accept the 
discipline of the gold standard and 
to acquiesce, under the rules of. that 
standard, in the price and income ad- 
justments which their trading posi- 


creditor, Great Britain, made addi- 
tional sterling available through the 
vigorous international lending of ‘her 
financial and business community and 
the free-trade policy of her govern- 
ment.”

Alberta Treasury Branches 


Banking Services of Government Extended Throughout 
Province in Eleven Years of Operation 

All over Alberta, from the international. border to beyond Peace 

River, from the eastern fringe of British Columbia to Lloydminster, 


straddling the Saskatchewan boundary, the Provincial Treasury 
Branch has become a familiar landmark. 


There are now operating some 45 branches, seven sub-branches 


and 108 agencies, i 


The system is a product of the depression: years when chartered 
banks, among their economies, were closing their less profitable bran- 
ches, leaving thousands of farmers, small business and private indi- 
viduals without banking service. 


It was in the closing days of September, 1938, that the first six 
Treasury Branches were opened and, in spite of the difficult war 
years, had grown by 1943 until there were 32 branches, 5,sub-branches 


and numerous agencies in operation with deposits of approxi 
$6,500,000. pproximately 


In 1943 the system entered the loaning field and steadily Dio 
gressed in all departments, with the result that by March, 1949, the 


number of branches had increased.to the figure already given and de- 


posits had reached $32,000,000 and loans $10,000,000. 
Banking Services Offered 


Although not “banks” within the meaning of the Dominion Bank 
Act ‘and not spoken of as such, the Treasury Branches can best be 
described by comparing them with a system. of branch banks, oper- 
ating on a similar basis, performjng most of the same functions and 


rendering nearly all of the same services plus many that cannot be: 
obtained from banks. 


Current and savings accounts are operated in’ the same manner: 
as at a chartered bank, the Treasury Branches accepting from the: 
public deposits of currency and cheques. Funds on deposit can be; 
withdrawn at any time by depositors in cash or by the issue of cash. - 
orders or transfer vouchers. A‘‘cash order” (the Treasury Branch. 
name for a cheque) has the same use and the same free circulation as: 
a bank cheque. It is readily acceptable in any part of Canada where: 
the issuer or endorser is known. To illustrate the extent to which Al-: 
berta business is transacted by-this means, it may be stated that. 
215,000 payments were made in a single month last year by Treasury 
Branch cash orders and transfer vouchers. 


56.000 Depositors 


There are two types of savings accounts: “demand: savings” from. 
which funds can be withdrawn at any time and on which interest is 
paid at the rate of 1% percent, and “term savings” in which deposits 
are left for a minimum of one year and on which interest is paid at 
2 percent per annum, More than $33,000,000 is on deposit in Treasury 
Branches belonging to over 56,000 depositors. 


Interest charges on Treasury Branch loans are the lowest ob- 
tainable in Canada,. and these loans are made for any legitimate . 
Purpose except long-term capital loans. The loaning policy is ad- 
ministered by a committee of four members, all highly trained and 
experienced in extending credit. The amount out on loan fluctuates 
with seasonal tendencies, but the average is around $10,000,000. 


Purchase and sale of foreign exchange, within the policy of the- 
Foreign Exchange Control Board, is also among the functions of the 


Treasury Branches. -

Beyond the ordinary field of banking the Treasury Branch ser- 
vices further include the writing of: fire insurance for the Alberta 
General Insurance Company, a Crown corporation, and*of hail in- 
surance for the Alberta Hail Insurance Board, the issue of automobile, 
truck and drivers’ licenses, and the collection of taxes for municipal 
districts, as well as many other personal services. All of these services 
are available at any of the Treasury Branches or sub-branches. The 
service offered at the agencies is necessarily more limited, although 
many of the agents are authorized to issué licénses, write insurance, 
and so forth. . AE aan as . 


re Loans Committee Meet 


The Treasury Branch system is a division of the Provincial Trea- 
sury—hence the description, Treasury Branches—and operates under 
the provisions of The Treasury Branches Act. Its head’ office is at 
Edmonton and its chief executive officer the superintendent, A. K.. 
Olive. Besides the head office staff, a loans committee with M. Camp- 
‘bell Fraser as chairman meets weekly to pass upon applications and 
to govern and ‘control the loaning division. All members of this com- 
mittee are men of considerable experience, -ability and sound judg- 
ment who see to it that all loans are fully secured and each applica- 
tion given fair and impartial consideration. 


There are 45 Treasury ‘Branches in the Province, some of them 
with offshoots.in the form of sub-branches and agencies. The sub- 
branch differs from the Treasury Branch mainly in this: that whereas 
the branch carries a full-time business, the sub-branch is open only 
on specified weekdays attended by two or more representatives of the 
branch who make the journey and return to their branch at the close 
of the business day The manner of the agency's functioning has’ been 
already described. ~ ; a f 


~-Four New Branches. 


More than 300. fully ‘qualified and trained employees constitute 
the pérsonnel of the Alberta Treasury Branches, all of them, including 
the agents; bonded. Adequate insurance is carried also against burg- 
lary and robbery. ; 


~Such is the confidence generated in the Treasury Branches and 
such is the satisfaction experienced since their establishment more 
than twelve years ago that urgent requests for the setting up of new 
branches are continually being received in Edmonton. is 


Four branches have been earmarked for opening during the com- 
ing year, although it is quite realized that this is, inadequate to the 
need or even the demand. No one pretends that one Treasury Branch 
is sufficient for a city the size of Calgary or three for a place like Ed- 
monton. The difficulty consists at present in enlisting candidates for 
senior staff appointments, experienced enough to take charge. As 
‘quickly as this can be traversed, new branches can be opened to meet 
the needs of communities now without service. © ¥ \
